The asBertion wliich it is said Mr. 
Galbraith made to the eflfect, " that, 
aiter findiag the Elliott Government 
lalse to all their pledges of reform and 
economy, and guilty of the worst kind of 
corruption and extravagance, he coiiUl 
not in iuBtice to bimself and the District 
he hop«d to represent, pledge himself to 
Bopport the Government," ia not to bo 
■wondered at, if Mr. Galbraith and the 
electors of Kootonay have had no otber 
means of judging the conduct of the Gov 
ernment that in »uch manner as has 
been represented to them by tlie Standard 
at an earlier date. IS Mr. Galbraith oh-ered 
himself as a oaididate on such grounds 
exclusively, ho is worthy of our regard, 
bat if he acted as thousands do, simply 
taking- advantage of the altered tone of 
pnblio opinion which may have been 
biased against the Government, and offer- 
ed himself as a candidate on the eido which 
seemed most likely to insure his success, 
then might a great deal of the purity 
be detracted from the act, Pub- 
lic opinion at Kootenay must he terribly 
raisinformod, if it supposes that tlic pre- 
sent Government is willing to sell our in 
teresta to Canada when they ought to 
know that the organ representing the 
opposition party deobres " that in its 
{toinion the Euilway will be commenced 
next summer." As to tho Government 
maintaining power m defiance of all la-w- 
and constitutional right, it is a olup-trap 
assertion easily made, and to intelligent 
people does not carry a particle of weight. 
Whatever may be tbo result of outside 
action and prejudices, Mr. Galbrailb 
ought to know that tho Government re- 
ceiving its powe-i- from a constitutiounl 
majority of the House, cannot relmqumh 
it until adjudged by the party con- 
ferring it; and, further, until so adjudged 
and the acts of its administration are 
made publicly known by Parliamentary 
debate it cannot relinquish the rights en- 
trusted to it, iu order 10 satisfy a factious 
clamor from parties who aie probably 
more desirous of obtaining place than of 
redressing supposed national grievances. 
As tolheredisliibutiou of seats, -we aro 
justified in stating that the Government 
intends to bring forward not only a mea- 
sure of that nature, but that other useful 
measures will be introduced of great prac- 
tical good to the country. And we be- 
lieve mat Mr. Galbraith on knowing this, 
is too enlightened a man to attach himself 
to any party, merely because it is one; 
but that his intePigenoe, as well as that of 
several others will be ranked on the side 
of the party calculated to do the most 
good. And irrespective of what has been 
said to the contrary, wo know that in spite 
of the most depressing influences wbich 
have operated on every country in the 
civilized world, 'Onr young country has 
been steadily advancing towards a bright 
Wu^fl^dB^o^^6eln^ done, until they are 
fully acquainted with the oauses, and 
learn to appreciate all that hasbeendone, 
and -what we have to be thankful for, as 
emphatically declared by the Sta7idwd iu 
moments of peaceful refiecliou, wneu 
from the fullness of joy it excluims "The 
future prospects of our mining regions 
are glorious! Our imports have deoreas 
ed aod our exports iucreased. '.Che Rail- 
way will probably be commenced this 
summer. Our agricultural population is 
increasiog, and our general condition is 
gratifying." In tho face of these remarks 
frequently repeated, and again cootratlict- 
ed, we crave the indulgence of tho public

The Canadian Fisheries. 



The sum of five-and-a-half million 
dollars, or about £1,100,000 sterling, 
which has been awarded to Canada by 
tho arbitrators under the Treaty of 
Washington of 1871 is, virtually, tho 
estimated value of a twelve years' en- 
joyment by subjects of the United 
Stales of tho privilege of fishing with- 
out let or hindrance in the territorial 
water,s of the Canadian Dominion. 
The sum cannot bo regarded as an ac- 
tual commercial valuation, made on a 
strict calculation of tho worth of the 
benolits thus derived by the United 
States lishormen, but il aflfordg some 
idea of the actual importance in a 
national sense of tho fishtry industries 
oil" the Canadian coasts. It is not to 
be expected that iu an arbitration of 
this sort, or lyider any circumstances, 
tho govermuG-iit of one country -would 
consoiit to pay to tho government of a 
neighboring State an amount equal to 
the aggregate simis which would be 
paid by numboi-a of individual fisher- 
men and others desirous of ' availing 
themselves of the privilege of fishing 
in the territorial waters of that State, 
nor is it to be imagined that one-twelfth 
part of the sum awarded, as a compro- 
mise, for twelve years' would be taken 
us the actual value of only ' one years' 
right to. lish. The above sum, thero- 
foie, is the lowest possible estimate of 
the «»lue. of .Buob a right. And to it a 
considerable' su in must be added as the 
set-off against Canada's claim, for the 
right which Canadiau subjects have 
similarly enjoyed — or hud the option 
of enjoying— in United States waters. 
£1,800,"000 may therefore be taken, in 
the absence of definite information 'on 
this point, as.the estimated nett value 
of the award made to Canada; and this 
gives, £150,000 as the lowest sum 
which it is calculated the United 
States can fairly give for annual per- 
mission for her subjects to fish within 
three miles of Canadian territory, A 
similar sum must bo taken as the 
worth of Canada's own right; and when 
to this are added tho interest on the 
capital embarked in the fisheries, the 
annual expenses of fishing oxjerations, 
the wages of the men employed, and 
the cost of wear and tear of boats, nets, 
and lines, the actual annual yield of 
these fisheries will be represented by 
a total of many millions sterling. One 
lesson, at least, is taught by the fact 
of the awafd — viz. that care must be 
taken lest, by overfishing or the neg- 
lect of suitable precautions, the coast 
fisheries ofCanada become as little val- 
uable as those of the New England 
States of America. These fisheries 
were at one time as prolific as any in 
the world. Their depreciation mujt 
be even greater than is generally ad- 
mil,ted if the United States find it 
worth -while to pay £150,000 a year for 
the right of fishing in Canadian waters. 
Their depreciation is admittedly due 
to overfishing aud other abuses ^asily 
j:'nga8li J^aper.

Murder. 

A man named N. Stroutt, for some 
years engaged at the Harrison Mills, and 
at the time of his death employed in 
building boats at tho South Arm, was 
shot and instantly killed, on Saturday 
lust, by a man named Jurden, a settler 
near Point Boborts. The shooting oc- 
onrred at the hoase of another farmer 
named Smith, at jQanoa Fasa. An inquest 
was held before Coroner Trew and tho 
facts, as brought out by the evideuoe, ore 
as follows: 

Mr. W. Smith, ot whose bouse the tra- 
gedy occurred, returned from town early 
on {Saturday morning, and found there bis 
son and hired man and Jurden. The son 
and hired man went off to spend the day. 
leaving him alone with Jurden. In tho 
afternoon Stroutt came iu (it appears he 
was liviug with Smith) and after taking 
some food, sat down and engaged in con- 
versation with Smith and Jurden. The 
latter and Strpntt had some words about 
the ownership of a gun. and J urdrn, pick- 
ing np tho gun, pointed it ut Stroutt, or- 
dering him to "stand back." Stroutt 
backed out of the bouse, romonstratiug 
with Jurdon about tho danger of pointing 
a gun, and Smith ordoied Jurdon to lay 
down tlio gun, wuich ho did. Stroutt then 
camo into tho house again, and lay upon 
Smith's bed, and shortly after address- 
ed a remark to Jurdou to tho effect 
that he (Jurden) was not so dangerous a 
man as he protended to ''bei_,,'W;hereupon 
Jurden seized the gun arid literolly blow 
tlie top of ytrout's head off. Smith thou 
drovo Jurdon from the bouse. Other 
witnossos gave tostimouy corroborative of 
the testimony of Smith, and tho jury re- 
turned a verdict of wilful murder against 
John Jurden. The accused has not yet 
been apprehended, and a report' was 
brought to town yesterday that he had 
mado good his escape to the American 
side.— 1». F. Herald.

Formation of the Comstock Lodo. 

Sediments have been transformed into 
rocks, and the metals withdrawn from the 
seas. Now, it was no uncommon thing 
to iind a metiillic lodo utterly destroyed 
and tho metal carried away. Tbo gold 
diQ'used through tbo sand of Cedar Hill, 
abovo tho Comstock, is a remnant left 
from tho peeled oft' portion of a ledge. 
Sediments were trunsfbrmed into rocks, 
and the metals di£fused once through the 
sea ore now diffused through tho rocks. 
Nature must take another step. She 
must gather tho-^e materials into voin^. 
How does sho do this? Any globe that 
cools must crack. Other things being 
equal, it will crack along the contact- 
plane of difl'urent rook systems. The crust 
in tbe Wushoo region broke long ago. 
Tho projiylyte was riftod from the side of 
Mount Davidson, a mass fulling into the 
rent now and thou, and lodging. These 
masse s annoy tho miner of this age, who 
calls ihom ''borsos." 

The Comstock lode was a book written 
in an ancient, but not a dead language. 
Steamboat Springs, near by, was an ap- 
pendix and glossary. At Steamboat 
Springs nature said to man, -'Here is tbo 
mirac.o uf eroitlii n. I give you tbe end 
of a chain. Follow it back, link by link, 
and it will take you to the Comstock loile 
and beyond. See tho water that comes 
steaming up through this rent. It is hot 
and heavily laden. It carries silica, and 
sulphur, and quicksilver, and silver and 
gold. This water has borne hither tbo 

otals it rifled from sea-born rocks 
tlirough which it flowed; coolins now, it 
drops its freight, atom by atom. It throws 
down siUoia with siKer, sulphur in 
gorgeous crystals, quicksilver in the form 
of cinnabar. It is tilling the fissure with 
quartz, und sulphur, and cinnabar, and, 
ast of all, with gold. But nature is there 
working kIowIj and feebly. This spring 
is a Bolfiitara toward the end of itj second 
stage. 

To got our minds back with the making 
of tho Comstock lode, wo had better go 
from this solfatura to those of Iceland. 
There we shall see that when a fissure 
opens near an active volcano, immense 
volumes of steam come hissing and roar- 
ing from a boiling cuhlroo up through 
tho rent. This is a solfatara in the first 
stage — the stage in which fissures aie 
chiefly tillod. Tho roaring solf.itara was 
filling the fii-suro from tho top downward. 
In an early stago wo find tho fl^•u^•o clos- 
ed above— all but a orack for tho escape 
of tho steam. 

Coming back to the Comstock, we found 
here and there, through tho eastern 
porphyry, a great steam crack, and hero 
and there great musses of tho prophyry de- 
composed by uprushing currents i f Btea.i;, 
Now wo can project our minds back, and 
make ourselves present at the miracle of 
silver-making in tbo Comstock. An inland 
sea fills tho basin of the Carson. A volcano 
is belching forth trachyis lava to the 
east. A wedge of lava is driven up bo 
tween tbo diorite and propylito, and a 
wide and docp fissure if formed. Immeuso 
volnines of Hloam and gas aro rushing up 
through the i lia^m. Jram(!nso masses of 
wall-tuck are liilli down into tho chasm. 
Steam and gas are hoavily freighted, and 
reactiing tho air, they drop their freight 
agaiubt the walls. 

The rent is clo.-iing atop. It is now a 
morn crack throu^^h which ' rushes the 
hissing hteiim. Below, far dov.n, it is a 
vast caldron. Water, deep down and un- 
der gn at jiri Hsuro, may bo hoatttl whito 
hot uud remain fluid. To thiuk of the 
forces engendered in a caldron whose low- 
est levels of water may be white hot! Hot 
water is not tbo only agent hero. The 
water that filled iho Caraun Ba^in seeps 
through sho rocks to I he volcanic zone bo 
low anil is charged with th(!i-alisof cbolor- 
ino and flouriuo. Oi'rriod to ine hpated 
zone they become volatile and eat into the 
rocka and form volatile compounus with 
their silica and thoir metals. Rising 
throngh the fissure and relieved ns the.y 
near tlio surface of prcfsuroand a portii n 
of heat they drop their mineral freight. 
Tho oliolorino und flonrino are precipitat- 
ing their silica as a jelly which awaits 
trunHformation, in a later stage of the sol- 
fatara, into crystalino quartz. The hissing 
Rteam and vapor, by a simple mechanical 
law, are trying to leave tbo angle of tho 
fiijsuro and asooiid in vertical columns. 
Thoy break tbrongli tbo propylite, Hear- 
ing the surface they aro leaving the foot- 
wall and form an ore ohannol which will 
be along tho axis of tho fis.sure and wedge 
against its west wall. Time passes and 
tbe uKoending currents escape through 
Be[iar:ite cliimiieyH or cliambers— ua many 
as four. Tune pa-ses, and tho solfatario 
energy begins to wane. Hot water as 
well us steam ri»os through the fissure. 
Tho gelatinous silica undergoing solution 
in this water is prooipiiated as crystalline 
(luariz. The voin matter is slipping down 
and grinding tho walls into selvoKOS of 
clay. Time passes, the i-olfalara dies, and 
tho Comstock li-suro is filled — Prof. 
Gunning's Lecture at Virginia City.
